The entire 
place was threatened with destruction, 
involving a great loaa and a number of 
wooden buildings .on bot,h sides were in 
dancer oC burning;. Gordon |& Keith's 
(rontson two streets, Harrington and 
Qranvlllc, and the main building; la a 
haudtome brick structure of five stories. 
A wooden building adjoining Is also 6c- 
cui*'d hy the firm. At 12.45 the furni- 
ture building was a rjrarinp; furnace and 
the blaze waa communicating to other 
houses at that hour, i 


The whole square poundedby B irring- 
.n, Hackville, Grnnvillo and Blowers 
slreeta waa threatened an j it looked as 
tt.ou£h a few of the sioroa or dwellings 
would escape unless the {lames wure got 
under control very, rapldh. By one 
o'clock all the flremen In Halifax were 
working ou the conjugation and were 
nucceedlnK fairly well In preventing the 
flimes from doing serloutt damage to the 
buildings not within immediate reach of 
the Hery forks leaping on alt sides from 
the Gordon and Keith structure. Those 
next door to the latter oo both Granville 
and Harrington streets caught lire but 
the lire department were able to keep 
the ilamcs from milking rapid headway, 
devoting all their attention. to saving the 
places adjoining that in which the work 
of desl ruution began. 


Tha loss of Gordon & Keith could not 


have been more complete.
